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“SECRETS - 


CANDY COLORS” 


By GEORGE BARRIS as told to Bob Behme

FROM THE CUSTOMIZER’S pallets now comes a spec- 

trum of new colors: hues as wild and exciting as anything 
ever devised. These are the new, revolutionary, translucent 
paints: the healthy, vibrant family which created the head- 
line-making Candy Apple Red. 

Translucent, according to Webster, is anything “allowing 
the passage of some light but not a clear view of any object.” 
The description fits the latest custom paint sensation. The 
highly popular translucent paints are characterized by a 
superior depth and exciting colors achieved in just this 
way: achieved by the transmission of light through the sur- 
face layers of paint (to create the highly-prized illusion of 
depth) plus the reflection of the transmitted light from a 
base layer of differently colored paint. 

The idea calls for a new technique in painting. A mixture 
of a small amount of colored pigmentation (called “toner” 
in the trade) is mixed with a larger amount of clear blending 
or painting solution to form the outer color surfaces. The 
reflecting base coat is created through the addition of metallic 
particles to a similar blending solution applied before the 
color coats. 

This field is so new few things have become standardized. 
Few painters mix colors identical with the colors prepared 
by competitors. Currently there are two sources for a few of 
the more popular colors in ready-mixed form. One is Cali- 
fornia Custom Accessory Company of Los Angeles who have 
just introduced canned “candy” paints in Golden Honey, 
Pagan Gold, Mint Green, Burgundy Mist, Oriental Blue and 
Lime Gold shades. The other “over-the-counter” product is 
Joe Bailon’s popularized “Candy Apple” sold through his 
prominent Bay Area custom shop. Outside of these basic 
colors, other exotic shades have to be home-brewed from 
special mixing formulas. 

The basic painting techniques used for “candy” paints are 
identical to the techniques used for other types of automotive 
painting — lacquer and enamel. The paints themselves, are 
lacquer throughout. The equipment is the same — spray gun, 
paint booth. These are professional paints in every way: 
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“SECRETS CANDY COLORS” 


TRANSLUCENT PAINTS SHOULD NOT 
BE APPLIED EXCEPT UNDER PROFES- 
SIONAL CONDITIONS, this means under 
the clean, dust-free conditions of a spray 


THE UNDERBASE 

Sinog the primary job of the underbase is 
to reflect a pre-determined quantity and color 
of light through the exterior color surfaces, it 
must be selected, mixed and applied with 
care. The final quality and character of any 
translucent paint job is dependent upon the 

In all cases, the currently popular 
metallic paints form the underbase. They have 
more luster and permanence than anything 
on the market. 

Three most used types of metallic paint for 
the underbase are gold, silver or iridescent, 
and copper. Each has a specific purpose and 
works with the color’ coats in a way peculiar

132, or equivalent in U.S. Powder products. 

Powders, however, do not form the com- 
plete underbase formula. These are mixed 
with selected pre-mixed toners and blending 
agents. Chart two lists the three underbase 
formulas. 

Gold toner is a ready-mixed metallic solu- 
tion similar to the iridescent mixtures. It is 
available from several paint companies at 
paint stores across the country. DuPont, 
Nason, Ditzier and Rinshed and Mason make 
gold toners. 

Blenders are a clear liquid designed tg 
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supply the solution for mixing paints. They 
are available in colors, but do not buy colored 
blenders. Two firms make blenders: Rinshed 
and Mason (which call their product Fortifier) 
and Aame Paints (which call their product 
Intensifier). Both products are clear blending 
solutions and either will work well in the 
formulas. 

It is possible to use clear lacquer in place 
of the blenders, but clear lacquer will not 
work as well. Blenders are specially formu- 
lated to provide a durable, hard surface 
superior to clear lacquer. They have a better 
life and greater defense against surface dam- 
age due to the actinic rays of the sun. 

The formulas outlined in chart two are 
basic formulas. The degree of brilliance and 
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“SECRETS CANDY COLORS” 


warmth can be regulated through the percent- 
age of powder and iridescent added to the 
blender. To make the underbase brighter you 
can add more powder. If you do, use extreme 
caution: TOO MUCH POWDER WILL 
CAUSE THE UNDERBASE TO SPREAD ... 
that is, to separate. 

The underbase formulas should not be 
mixed until you are ready to use them. They 
will not keep. If mixed*and not used, they 
will jell. DO NOT ADD THE POWDER 
TO UNDERBASE UNTIL YOU ARE 
READY TO PAINT. AFTER THE SOLU- 
TION IS MIXED USE IT WITHIN 30 
MINUTES. 

When you have prepared the car for paint- 
ing in a normal manner combine the ingredi- 
ents. Thin the mixed solution with at least an 
equal amount of quality, slow drying, lacquer 
thinner until it will flow through the spray 
gun properly. Apply to the car fairly dry — 
with the air gun at a low pressure — 35 to 40 


a gallon and a half. 

Be certain the underbase is applied evenly. 
Be wary of dark spots or light spots. If there 
are uneven areas, let the underbase dry and 
begin again. You cannot repair the damage 
by spot painting. The evenness of the under- 
base affects the quality of the final paint job, 
Be certain it is perfect. DO NOT TOUCH 
THE UNDERBASE WITH YOUR HANDS. 
Hands will leave dark prints which can only 
be removed by repainting the entire car. 
at least 30 minutes drying time. Then apply a 
coat of clear sealer over the underbase. Acme’s 
“Bond-Tight” is recommended. The sealer 
keeps the underbase from bleeding through 
and provides a good adhesive base for the 
color coats which follow. 


COLOR COATS 

The metallic underbase provides the re- 
flective surface which sparkles the light back 
through the color but it is only half the story. 
The color coats, applied over the underbase, 
have as much to say about the final color as 
the metallic base. It is these layers of paint 
which create the final illusion of depth. 

Although one painter estimates there are 
close to 100 possible tones, there are only 
thirteen shades of translucent paint which 
have proven popular with custom car owners. 
These, ranging through the reds, greens and 
golds to blacks, are listed in chart three. 

You can apply eleven of the thirteen colors

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For experimental purposes, Barris has made up a paint panel consisting of the three 
underbases, then with the various ‘‘candy colors"’ painted over each strip of the under- 
base shades he is able to accurately determine their true translucent effect on each color. 


mentioned. The exceptions are Mother of 
Pearl and Pagan Gold; Mother of Pearl must 
be applied over a white underbase or a silver 
underbase while Pagan Gold must be applied 
only over a gold underbase. Of the other 
eleven colors there are no restrictions as to 
the underbase you may select, but remember, 
the effect will depend upon the underbase. 
The same color will create a different final 
tone over each of the three underbases. This 
difference is listed in chart one. Study the 
chart before you paint. If you have any doubts, 
mix a small amount of the underbases and 
the color coats and spray them onto a panel 
to test the effect before you paint your car. 
The savings you'll effect in time and money 
will more than make up for the tests. 

The surface coats, like the underbases, are 
special formula products. The ingredients are 
readily available from paint stores across the 
nation. Be precise when you mix the color 
coats. Follow both the formula and the manu- 
facturer’s directions. Here are the formulas 
for the thirteen most popular translucent 
colors, as George Barris mixes them at his 
shop.

Among other 
changes, Ford has done away with the four 
taillights, making it decidedly easier to re- 
style. Our guest restyler this month is a 
mewcomer to the magazine. He is Darryl 
Starbird, owner of the Star Kustom Shop in 
Wichita, Kansas. Darryl has turned out many 
fine customs and his shop is one of the lead- 
ing shops in the midwestern area. We believe 
he did an excellent job on the ’59 Ford with 
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Darryl Starbird 
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our mythical budget of $1,000. See if you 
don’t agree. 
BODY MODIFICATIONS 

When working within a budget of $1,000 
on late model cars it is almost impossible to 
do anything radical to the body itself and 
have any money left for the other important 
modifications. So Darryl left the i 
stock condition except for the old standby

the grille bar, he mounted a row of '58 
Cadillac grille ornaments in a “floating” 


fashion. Darryl adapted round rod to the 
leading edges of the headlight housings and 
across the lower edge of the hood, giving 
the entire front end a much smoother appear- 
ance. He also swapped the stock Ford head- 
lights for ‘57 Imperial quad-light units. 


REAR ASPECT: 

Darryl came up with a unique treatment 
for the rear end. First he removed the stock 
taillights and joined the opening with the 
flare than runs just above the bumper. This 
was accomplished with 44” conduit. Then he 
built a rear pan from sheet metal which is 
tolled under the body slightly. He selected 
56 Cadillac front bumper bars, mounting 
them in the newly formed openings. He 
filled out the space between the split bumper 
bars with perforated metal, providing a hous- 
ing for the license plate. The back-up light 
units were discarded, being replaced by '56 
Olds “98” taillight lenses, frenched in. Darryl 
capped off the small fins above the taillights, 
giving them a forward slant which brought 
attention towards the taillights rather than 
away from them. The “V” shaped chrome 
across the rear was removed and the hole 
filled in. 
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DETAIL 

Part of the detail work which ties in di- 
rectly with the overall styling is the reversal 
of the rear side trim so that it runs beneath 
the fender flare instead of over it. Darryl 
says this tends to visually section the car by 
breaking up an otherwise slab-sided look. In 
doing this the left side trim must be used 
on the right side and vice versa. Another 
clever trick he used was mounting antennas 
in the concave slot in each of the front fend- 
ers. For paint, Darryl said he would like to 
see the car in a solid Titian Red lacquer job 
— no striping or scalloping.
